Advent of a Cool Wave in 


the Middle Mississippi 
Valley. 


A Violent Storm Paurifies the At- 
mosphere at Memphis 
and Vicinity. 


Much Good Expected to Result 
from the Ghange of 
Tem perature. 


Little Change in the Outlook 
at Vicksburg and New 
Orleans. 


The President of the Howard Associa- 
tion of the Fermer Place 
Falls a Victim, 


A Whole City Fiunged into Deep 
Mourning by the Sad

Reports that the Plague Has Suddenly

The Story Is, However, Indignantly Denied 
from A City. 


MEMPHIS. 
THE TENACIOUS FEVER. 
Special Dispdich to The Tribune, 

MempPuis, Teun., Sept. 27.—The epidemic 
manifests a disposition to die hard, to monop- 
olize all available material until a black frost 
shall estop its further triumphant advance. 

The deaths to-day number forty-one, an in- 
crease over those of yesterday. The more 
prominent include Charles G. Fisher, one of the 
best known and wealthy citizens of Memphis, 
also Chairman of the Citizens’ Relief 
Committee. In this capacity his ila 
bors have been constant, uninter- 
rupted, aod immeasurably valuable. The 
weight of responsibility assumed, the duties 
incident to the position, made such drafis on 
his physical system that when attacked he was 
sick but a short. time before death resulted. 
His piece will be difficult to fill, aud his memw- 
ory will be cherished loug alter the plague shall 
have become a part of history. 

Joup Wood, a leading member of the Knights 
of Pythias; E. J. Coréon, Mansfeld & Co., 
who sickened Tuesday; 1 
in the employ of the Southern Express Com- 
pany; and Capt. William Horman, of the police, 
were also among the number. 

A WELCOME STORM. 

This section was visited bv a terrific storm of 
wind, rain, lightaing. and thunder last evening 
which continued after daylight, 6 storm that 
has been watched aud prayed for,and which, 
it is believed, has had the effect of purifying 
the atmosphere, cleansing the city, and 
dissipating the poison which has served 
to develop the disease. The good 
accomplished by its coming is not apparent as 
yet, and it wil! take a day or so to demonstrate 
the belief entertained in that behalf. 

THB CHANGE LN TEMPBRATOURR, 
no doubt, not only increased the death-rate, but 
also the number of cases. To-vight it is cold, 
rendering a fire indispensable to comfort,— 
beneficial to the well, but immensely damaging 
to invalids. 

The disease has prevailed with wonderful fa- 
tality amoug the nurses of late. Of the dele- 
gation that came from Sherman, Tex., ali have 
died, and a large proportion ef those from other 
points are either sick or dead. The same can 
be said of the physicians, very few of those 
who were taken having recovered. 

T heard of an incideut to-day which illustrates 
some of the types, whe, too mean to die, live to 
become 

OBJECTS OF EXBCRATION 
by their fellow-men. John Grachat, resid- 
ing near Chelsea, had the sickness in 
bis family, and in response to a 
requisition the Howards sent a Mrs. Mary 
Brown to nurse them. The patients con- 
valesced, when Mrs. Brown was taken down and 
died through lack of attention from those she 


had nursed back to health. Lasi 
night al midnight the inhuman 
monster removed der body from 


his house, and caused it to be mterred in a 
neighboring door-yard. A warrant was found 
for his arrest to-day, and if found he will be se- 
verely dealt with. 

DIFFICULTY IN PROCURING BURIALS 


is still experienced. Last night J. A. 
Edmonson, after waiting at the cem- 
every during the afternoon, succeded in 


obtaining the interment of his sister, Mrs. Late 
Dasbell, at midnight, when the grave was 
opened, and the solemn service performed by the 
light of torches. 

Some phases of the epidemic are too borrible 
to contemplate or dwell upon. The country 
towns continue to be supplied with nurses and 
medicines by the Howards, aud the ubiquitous ne- 
ero to levy for support on the Relief & Aid 80 
ciety.

A DESOLATE CITY. 
AROUND «.BOUT MEMPHIS. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Memrpuis, Teno., Sept. 22—I left Chicago 
one week ago to-night, expecting that when I 
réached this ill-fated city I should witness the 
tullest complement of horrors that ever grated 
on the vision of man. I anticipated realizing 
all that had been reported as to the condition 
of affairs in Memphis. But if it had deen fore- 
toki me that I should be called upon to con- 
template the horrors which have met my gaze 
on every hand Iam sure I should have shrunk 
apvailed at the undertaking. It has been ten-fold 
more terrible than war—a contest that renders 
the attacked defenseless aud paisies the facu!- 
ties of those who are spared. Whether one sits 
in hie house or wanders about the deserted 
streets, he sees death in every direction, from 
which there is no escape. The epidemic of 
ids was thougut to de 2 visitation 
of unparalleled magnitude. But those who 
bore the brunt of that struggle speak of it as a 
holiday in comparisou with the epidemic of 1878. 
There is only grief apparent everywhere to-day ; 
for those who fled the city whea the crisis came, 
as also those who remained, have lost relates 
and frieuds promiscuously. 

THE HORKORS OF THE PLAGUE 
have invaded the cottayes of the poor and the 
palaces of the rich in equal proportion. The 
poor have not been called to bear the burden 
alone. Rich men escaped contact with the 
pestilence by flight, but they left an heritage of 
infamy more to be dreaded than the narrow 
hole in the grouud which contaius all that was 
left of tire viceims of disease: One of the daily 
papers struck a popular chord the other day 
when it denounced as a ourse to Memphis 
greater than the plague itscif those fugi- 
tives who have not contributed one dol- 
jar in money or one word of sympathy to 
aid aud encourage the men fightiug the greatest 
epidemic iv the history of the city. And it is 
true. One man, whom I hear of daily, is ab- 
sent at an Eastern watering-place, and from 
the rents of squares of buildings on Main street 
contributed au insignificant sum. This, with 
the promise that whea the Howard Fund 
reached a certain limited amount, he would re- 
plenish the exchequer with a further donation. 
A SHAMEFUL NARRALIVE. 

I was passing down Main street Friday morn- 
ing, when 1 was accosted by a very honcst- 
appearing but very excited individual in the 
the garb of an employe of a large dry-goods 
house near the hotels. Uponghalting to ascer- 
tain what was wanting, he motioned me to 
come along; he wished to speak with me. En- 
tering the store, he proceeded to lock the 
premises, and inquired if I was not connected 
with Tas Cacao Tripuns. After some 
hesitation, for the man was deeply 
excited, and I was uncertain as to 
the cause of these mysterious actions, 
1 unbosomed my ideotity and waited to 
bear what be had to sav about the epidemic. 
I knew that would be the subject of his dis- 
course. Nothing else is talked about bere. 
At the breakfast table the appetite of the guest 
is interrupted by the intelligence some one at 
the table communicates to his neighbor, that 
so-and-so had the black vomit last night and 
died in torture. The same at dinner and sup- 
per, and during the evening he hears the same 
sorrowful information canvassed uoplimitedty. 
Whev my interviewer had disposed of these 
preliminaries he went straight to the business 
in hand and related that he knew’ of a promi- 
nent lawyer in this city who skipped out when 
the fever came, leaving his palatial residence iu 
charge of a white woman housekeeper and ne- 
gress servant. The white woman fell sick un 
time, and when the absent ove beard of it he 
wrote a letter to the negress admonisbing her 
to send the ipvalid to the hospital; not to use 
any of the provisions or delicacies his larder was 
supplied with, but to help herself outside. 
The name of this Samaritan Mewphian is 
known, his letter stored away, and up- 
on bis returu to the city 
those who are ma position to know are con- 
fident that his occupation will be gone from 
here forevermore. in strange contrast with 
this case was 

THE COURSE OF ANNIE COOKE, 
an unfortunate womav, whe turved her man- 
sion on Gavoso street into a hospital, aud fur- 
nisbhed protection for all who came (and all 
were poor), until she herself sickened and lay 
down to die a sacrifice for the lives of others. 
Men walk these streets td-day who rise up to 
call ber blessed. She tabored, sustained by a 
love of duty, until past rehel. aud died a mar-

tyr to the plague from which the lawyer, and 


‘the politician, and the capitalist not only fled, | 


but refused to contribute to relieve. If from 
the departure of every gentle spirit good is 
borne, may pot genties, purer spirits stand in 
the place of that lost woman to win her sisters 
from the path they wend! No act of charity is 
ever lost, believe the and moral- 
ist, and it will not de in this case, say all famil- 
lar with its occurrance. Not only will it be re- 
warded in this mortal life by those she bas 
benefited, but also will it be allowed her in the 
brilliance of the eternal morning. 
REPULSIVE SCENES. ' 

Latterly the mortality has been proportion 
ately greater among the colored population 
than with their Caucasian brethren, andin 
these cases the repulsive scenes which charac- 
terized the epidemic when at its heighth are 
duplicated. During the past week a physician, 
while on his rounds. had his attention attracted 
to the Gayuso House by evidences of fe within 
this former celebrated Caravansery, and, visiting 
the premises, found it peopled with nearly a 
hundred African patients in al) stages of -lis- 
ease. Age, sex, and condition were commingled 
together, some in the last stages of dissolution, 

manif the initiatory symotoms of 
the disease, aud others beyoud recovery. with- 
out medical attendance or attention, aud in 3 
fair way to resolve the establishment into a 
charnel house. He, of course, reported the 
condition of affairs at once, and measures were 
taken toremedy the evils, wuich, if permitted 
to continue, would have resulted in a resump- 
tion of the plague with all its horrors. 

Another physician was called to visit a fam- 
ily of colored sufferers residing ou the outskirts 
of the city. The family was composed of the 
parents and several children rangiue in age 
trom majority to infancy. They were the poer- 
est of the poor, with nothing to alleviate their 
@isease with wiich all of them were down. He 
did what he could for the unfertunate family, 
who were penned up in a. narrow, close, un- 
ventilated apartment, and while making his in- 
vestigations discovered that one of the daugh- 
ters, about 20 years age, had been deat for sev- 
eral hours, and was t being resolved into a 
mass of corruptioy a nuisance uusul- 
ferabie, and filling the entire neiglibornood with 
the seeds of disease. He was the ouly person 
preseot who was free from the prevailing com- 

waint, and was obliged to convass the neigh- 
sorhood through a bliuding storm = for 
heip to effect a removal of the corpse. Alter 
a prolonged and almost fruitless eilurt he pro- 
cured the services of a neighbor. with whose 
assistance the body was rolled up in a sheet, 
taken to an outhouse, and left until the storm 
ceased, when a rough grave was prepared aad 
the bod interred without a priestly benedic- 
tion. 


LACK OF BURIAL PACILITIES, 

The difficulty experienced in procuring prompt 
burial has by no means been remedied, and 
funerals are kept waiting for graves to be open- 
ed. The cofiio is removed from the hearse in 
many iustauces to enable that mortuary vehicle 
to fill avotber appointment, and the relative 
often without a clergyman to perform the sad 


rites of the buriel service, are obliged to 
wait until the last resting-place of 
a de parent, son, daughter, 


The same rule 
applies in regard to the services of uu under- 
taker. His ents are so iu advance of 
his ability to execute them that it is by 0 
means unusual for a body to be kept forty- 
eight hours before being Goffined. Last Thurs- 
daya man named McGregor, who possessed 
some local fame as a Spiritualist aud pecro- 
mancer, died suddenly, and notwithstanding the 
efforts made in that behalf, he remained un- 
buried until yesterday, decompusition mecan- 
while having taken place, and creating a vanic 
if not new cases iu the vicinity of his residence. 
As neretoſore stated, the paupers are buried by 
the municipal authorities, and no time, by 
reason of the exigencies of the case, is wasted 


in getting them out oi sight. Many a mourw- ,

Her means were exhausted, and the thoagnt of 
her daughter’s being buried as a pauper Was tov 
much for ber maternal heart to bear. When 
the chlid was dead, the grief-strickey parent de- 
tailed the condition of ber affairs to u Teverend 
gevtieman, who has deen one of the foremust 
iv his labors for the afflicted. and asked if some- 
thing could not be done to spare her this addi- 


tional pang. She responded to the demands 
of ber Father in Heaven, she said, 
in giving her last child tw Goa, 


but if she was to de laid away br strangers’ 
hands and fill au unknown pauper’s grave, ber 
mother’s heart would be broken. The good 
pastor, appreciating the depth of feel which 
prompted this last request, appropriated money 
for the dead child’s burial, and Friday afternoon 
the innocent was laid away in the shade of a 
tree at Elmwood. 
THE MORTALITY AMONG THE NEUROES 

is said to ve due almost entirely to their habits 
of life and detiancg of the simplest of sanitary 
rules, cleanliness, irom which many of therm are 
far removed. They crowd into the cities, herd 
together in droves, take vo kind of care of 
themselves, and when one of them falls sick, in 
a majority ot instanees ue is left to recover or aie 
as his physical capacity to endure disease way 
chance to dictate. With the whites, a earcful 
nursing and goud constitution will generally 
pull a patient through, but withthe negro his 
indifference to surroundings renders him sus- 
ceptible to the miasmatic influences of Bayou 
Gayouse, and bis chance of recovery or doath is a 
stand-off. 

The vast mortality of the present season, it is 
now begtuniug to appear, is in no small degree 
to be attributed to the tack of good purses, aad 
some assert to a lack of skillin the treatment, 
to neglect, and other causes. 

VAGABOND NURSES 

‘The epidemic was the means of collecting in 
this city a large number of great-bearted meu 
and a gang of lazy, elultiess, drunken vaga- 
bouds, to whom the discase was a veritable God- 
send iu furnishing employment at a rate per 
diem to which they had always bceu strangers. 

When the evide:nic assumed the terrible pro- 
portions it attamed last weck the main cause, 
or an important oue, became apparent iu the 
inetticicney of the uurses, such inefficiency being 
aggravated by intempera.ce. As soon as this 
was discovered, a chauge Was made at once, and, 
it is believed, with beneficial results. The 
worthives, drinking portion were summarily 
discharged, aud it is now hoped that they have 
been weeded out of the ranks. I have seen 
purses in a condition of helpless intoxication 
prostrate on the pavement, and at this moment 
seven of the craft are confived in the calaboose 
on charges of drunkenness, disorder! y conduct, 
and theit. Though there was a number ol these 
couscienceless scoundrels materialized when the 
plague began its race with life, they have been 
dispused of, and no more conscientious, patient, 
sympathetic body of meu was ever gathered to. 
gether at any point to promote the cause of 
humanity and relieve the sufferings of their 
fellow men. 

Tue physicians ate noble meu too, all of them, 
painuetukiny, careful, iutellgent in the practice 
of their profession, aud contributing all that 
scleuce can sugeest to stay the advance of the 
disease. 1 have secu two of the cloth, however, 
so drunk that they were unable to maiptaio 
their equilibrium, and utterly unfit for the 
trusts thev bad undertaken to discharge. One 
of thes: fell in a condition of stupid inebriet y 
in the hotel this ufterueun, aud was locked up 
in the station.

“FIRES. 


AT EAST ST. LOUIS. 
Spemal imapatch te The Tribune. 

East Sr. Louss, Sept, 26.—Thig little town of 
turmoil, which has furnished so many valuable 
contributions to the news of the day during the 
past six montus, was visited about 12:30 this 
morning by a disastrous conflagration, 
which laid waste several blocks of 
aluable buildings, entailing a loss of 
about $125,000. Among the buildings destroved 
were the Missouri Car-Wheel Works, and the 
round-house and machine-shops of the Ohio & 
Mississippi Railroad. ‘The tire broke out in the 
engine-room of the car-works, and spread rapidly 
over the adjoining buildings, the ineilicient Fire 
Department of East St. Louis being totally 
incapable of suppressing the flames, which 
lighted upthe country for miles around, and 
for a while the whole City of East St. Louis and 
the great bridge acruss the Mississippi seemed 
in peril. About this time the alarm was 
sounded from the castern approach of the 
bridge, aud Chief Sexton, m charge 
of several engines uf the St. Louis Fire Depart- 
ment, rattled over the bridge and prevented the 
spreading of the fire to other buildings. All of 
the above-named structures were totally de- 
stroyed, aud each contained much valuable ma- 
chinery. Sorapidiy did the flames spread that 
the employes of the railroad had no time to re- 
move-the engines from the round-house, aud 
several were destroved. 
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AT JOLIET, ILL.

JOLIET, III., Sept. 26.—During the terrific 
thunder-storm which prevailed in this vicinity 
yesterday afterubon, the large barn of Mr. 
William Hotchkins, a wealthy farmer of Rich 
Township, Cook County, about sixteen miles 
northeast of this city, was struck by lightoing 
and burned to the ground. With the barn were 
also burned 200 tous of hay, a large quantity of 
farm machinery and tools, three horses, two 
mules, and several head of cattle. Mr. Hotch- 
kins attempted to save the live stock, but was 
unable todo so, asthe building, as soon as 
struck, was almost completely enveloped in 
names.

DEMOCRATIC FAMILY TROUBLES. 

No attentive reader of the newspapers for 
the last few days can doubt that there is 
trouble in the Democratic family. Its con- 
dition may be picturesquely described as 
Wall tore up.” Whether at the North or at 
the South, regarded locally er nationally, 
there is a clang 

Like sweet bells jangled, out of tune and harsh. 
Not that there has been of late years that 
noble and most sovereign reason about the 
Democratic party which would make the 
present discord so very lamentable; but 
there had grown up aconfidence in the resur- 
rection of this political organization which 
presents a strong contrast to the disjecta 
membra that are now seattered loosely 
throughout the country. Since the election 
of 1876, when the Democrats came nearer 
to the spoils than they had been for sixteen 
long years, and since they have counted on 
the basis of a Solid South,” there has 
been a general sentiment among  san- 
guine members of the party that it 
was only necessary to await the elec- 
tion of 1880 to sweep everything before 
them. But Gen. Grant was right when he 
said that it is always safe to count upon 
Democratic blunders at the right time, and 
the party dissensions of to-day are the-direct 
offspring of the characteristic Democratic 
qualities of greed and assurance. The Dem- 
ocratic party could not await the advantages 
of circumstance, but have proceeded to ex- 
hibit their unfitness for prosperity and their 
dishonest tendencies. 

The first notable blunder of the party was 
the movement in Congress to crowd Hayss 
out of office in utter violation of law and the 
Democratic obligation of acquiescence in a 
result brought about by lawful means. The 
country caught quickly at the spirit and pur- 
pos@ of the Porter investigation, and there 
was a general reaction among the conserva- 
tive classes against the revolutionary aim of 
the movement. The Democratic politicians 
discovered the error that had been made, 
and endeavored at least to conceal the real 
purpose from view, and they may have es- 
caped the penalty of this blunder in part by 
their subsequent deception. But the sec- 
ond notable blunder was the encouragement 
universally extended to the Communists and 
Fiatists. The Democrats showed themselves 
ready to seek anew element of strength at 
the sacrifice of principle; this, of itself, was 
a warning tothe country. But, worse still, 
the new element which the Democratic poli- 
ticians started out to encourage proved itself 
so energetic and independent that it was able 
to swallow up its pretensious patron. 

These were the chief blunders of the Dem- 
ocratic managers, but they have been sup- 
plemented by manifold others of a local 
character, that have helped to scatter the 
forces of the party. The result is seen in 
the party demoralization everywhere. In 
Maine the election served to bury the Demo- 
cratic party, as such, out of sight, and the 
success of its protege enabled Bytier to 
gobble up the Massachusetts Convention. It 
is all very well for a large number of repn- 
table and self-respecting Democrats to get 
together at Boston and declare themselves as 
the Democratic party of Massachusetts, 
in alliance with the National Dem- 
ocratic party,” and to denounce 
the pretenses of the Burier Convention 
as utterly false and fraudulent”; but the 
fact is, that the Convention which nominated 
Butter was the regular Democratic Conven- 
tion of the State, made up of delegates 
chosen by the primaries and caucuses of the 
party with a full knowledge of Butrer’s 
candidature. The action finally taken by 
the Worcester Convention was confirmed by 
three-fourths of the delegates to this regular 
Convention, and the Boston Convention can 
‘only represent, at the most, a respectable bolt. 
The decency and strength of the Boston 
mass-meeting of Democrats may command 
for the ticket they have put forth the sup- 
port of the better element of Democrats, in 
spite of its irregularity; but, even in that 
event, the party will only be divided and 
scattered, which is but little better than an 
absolute surrender, 

The annihilation of the party in Maine 
and its utter demoralization in Massachu- 
setts are only a little more pronounced than 
the evidences of disintegration elsewhere. 
In Connecticut, the Democratic Convention 
made a feeble and half-hearted effort to 
abide by its hard-money traditions, but at 
the same time it stultafied itself and threw a 
sop to the Nationals by denouncing the 
Resumption act. The practical aim of the 
party in that State is the same as in Maine

Individual evidences of disintegration are 
occurring all over the country. In nearly 
every Southern State there are independent 
movements protesting against the Bourbon 
element, and threatening to dissipate the 
dream of a Solid South” long before the 
next Presidential election. Fiat money has 
out a considerable figure in the Southern 
Democratic rows; but, whatever the cause, 
an amount of bad feeling is being engen- 
dered which will not be allayed in time for 
that universal harmony on which the party 
has counted as the means for gaining con- 
trol of the Government. We recall a few 
of the quarrels in Northern States, which 
are enough to show how generally all 
Democrats are falling out with one 
another. In the Fifteenth Pennsyl- 
vania District Dio«mick was nominated, 
whereupon the Pittsburg Post, the chief 
Democratic paper in the State, exposes 
his record, and adds: We hope the Demo- 
crats of the district will reject Dimicx’s 
nomination with unanimity, for, bad as his 
candidacy is, his election would be a greater 
misfortune to the party.” It is only a day 
or two since that Tux Trrsune published an 
account of the trials and tribulations which 
Converse has encountered in running for 
Congress in the Ninth Ohio District, and 
there are indicationg that the Nationals in 
that State will contribute to the defeat of 
some of the Democratic candidates who have 
pandered to them. In Indiana, too, it has 
been discovered that, in spite of the truckling 
character of the Democratic platform and the 
abject attitude of the Democratic candidates, 
the Nationals threaten to bring about the 
defeat of the DemocraticState ticket. Chicago 
Democrats, asif not to be behind in this 
general family row, succeeded in promoting 
such a quarrel in thé Second Congressional 
District that one of the leading candidates 
announced his intention of taking the stump 
against the nominee, and the loss of the dis- 
trict has been tolerably well assured. Every- 
where the Democrats seem to have been on- 
tirely successful im keeping away or driving 
off all the conservative people who were in- 
clined to act with them on account of some 
dissatisfaction with the Republican party, 
and at the same time they have only cop- 
tributed to the abnormal growth of a new 
party, which they supposed they could whip 
in and claim as their on. 


THE END OF OUR CARTER. 

When in the course of political events it 
becomes necessary for a constituency to dis- 
charge its Congressman and hire another, it 
is neither gracious nor grateful to let the ex- 
employe drop out of sight without a public 


recognition of his services. While this is 


proper im the case even of an unconspicuous 
Congressman, it becomes an imperative duty 
in the case of one like Our Carrer, who has 
occupied so prominent a place in the public 
attention, and who has made for himself a 
national reputation. Such a recognition is 
due to Our Carrer, not only on account of 
past services, but because it may help to 
ease his fall and to administer a large degree 
of consolation. 

Probably the most effective consolation 
under the cireumstances will be the reflec- 
tion that, even in the highly improbable 
event of the election of the new nominee, 
he is much too small to wear Our Carrer’s 
mantle. It has been the habit of envious 
opponents of Our Carrer to liken him to 
Mr. Merryman in the circus. Even if the 
comparison could be sustained, it is not very 
creditable to the intelligence of the people 
of his district that they should select, in 
place of the funny man who occupies so im- 
portant a place in the ring, the man who 
peddles lemonade among the benches. 

In his capacity as Representative from the 
Second District of Illinois, Our Carter is to 
be credited with having done a fuller scope 
of justice to the American Eagle than any of 
his contemporaries or predecessors. Both 
Mr. Wenster and Mr. Ciay were accustomed 
to round their periods with allusions to this 
remarkable bird, but their bird was a spring 
chicken as compared with the majesty of 
Our Carter’s. He first exhibited him in his 
full dimensions and kingly bearing, called 
attention to the breadth of his pinions, the 
lustre of his eye, the beauty of his plumage, 
and the sweep of his tail. He first let him 
loose and bade him girdle the empyrean. 
He first tracked his screaming flight across 
the Continent. He first saw him 
rise like a halcyon out of the tur- 
bulent Atlantic, wing his way over 
great cities, smiling villages, broad acres of 
grain, endless stretches of sage-brush, snow- 
capped ranges of mountains, and big-treed 
valleys, never tiring in his flight until he had 
dipped his wings and cooled them off in the 
sprays of the calm Pacific. It was one of 
those grand pictures that belong with 
such efforts as CoLzeRipGs’s apostrophe 
to Mont Blanc, Bryant's address to the 
Waterfowl, Strauss’ musical setting of the 
Blue Danube, or Vicron Hoao’s graphic de- 
scription of the Devil-fish. 

Our Carter is furthermore to be credited 
with having resened the Marine Band from 
the malignity of his partisan associates, who, 
having no music in their souls, were fit for 
treason, stratagems, and spoils, and had 
doomed the luckless national horn-blowers 
to an untimely end. The malignity of the at- 
tack divorced him from his allegiance to party. 
He deliberately cut loose from the majority 
and rushed to the rescue of trombone. 
trumpet, and kettledrum. He defied the 
ridicule of his party and the jeers and jibes 
of unmusical members, and let loose that 
same torrent of resistless eloquence which 
had enabled the Americah Eagle to roost 
higher than ever before, He saved the Band, 
and it is all the more to his credit that he had 
the courage to save a bad Band, a very bad 
Band, an aggregation of mediocre blowers 
and impotent percussionists who, as a whole, 
were not worth saving, however estimable 
they may be as private citizens. 

It only remains for us to chronicle the 
third important event of his official life. 
Having given the Eagle an appropriate send- 
off and saved the Band, he next devoted his 
energies to Frrzuvan, who was “ biger than 
old Grant,” and soon had that magnificent 
Doorkeeper toppling down in tempestuous 
ruin. The next man who presumed to seek 
the place, the scarred old veteran of a hun- 
dred hard fights for his country, the gallant 
old Irishman who thought the country might 
do something for him in his declining years, 
was the next to go down before Our Carren's 
flail, tomake room for his Confederate cousin,

WHAT GREENBACKISM PROPOSES. 

The term Greenbackism is a very com- 
prehensive one, It is used to express opin- 
ions and aims of the most widely different 
character,—from that of the man who favors 
the continuance of the present number of 
legal-tender notes, provided they can be 
kept at par with coin, to that of the man 
who favors the unlimited issue of such 
notes, provided they are mada absolute 
money, irredeemable at any time and in any 
form. Exactly what the aim of the Green- 
backers is may be said to be very indefinite, 
and one of the great difficulties of consider- 
ing the question is to ascertain what is really 
the end sought. Itis only occasionally that we 
have a frank disclosure of the ultimate pur. 
pose of the party, and one of these disclos- 
ures by an authoritative representative is 
that made by Mr. Saurz, of New York, the 
editor of the Adeocate, which is the recog- 
nized organ of the party in the Eastern 
States. Mr. Saupr, in a lengthy statement 
published in the New York Hoening Post, 
states the objects, aims, and purposes of the 
National-Greenback party, aud this state- 
ment, which is quite long, we condense as 
follows: 

1. The Democratic party will at once sink 
into and be lost in the National party; the 


Democratic party will not survive the No- 


vember election, after which there will be 
but two parties, the Republican and the Na- 
tional party. ‘“‘Oa the one side you will 
see the party of inflationists, borrowers, and 
laborers; on the other side the party of con- 
servatives, lenders, and capitalists,” 

2. The National- Demoaratic - Greenback 
party will elect a Congress which shall issue 
$1,500,000,000 and spend the money in a 
vast system of internal improvements. The 
Erie Canal will be widened so as to admit 
sea-going vessels, and be exteuded from To- 
ledo to Chicago. The Mississippi River will 
be widened as far north as St. Paul. The 
Southwestern Territories will be traversed 
with railroads. For three years 8500, 000, 000 
will be issued by the National Government 
and paid to laboring men. . 

3. The Government can pay off the bonds 
with these greenbacks if it chooses, or it can 
manufacture the money as it did during the 
War. 

4. These greenbasks will never be re- 
deemed. They will exist as capital in the 
internal improvements of the country. Peo- 
ple will not be at liberty to refuse this 
money; the Government will make it legal- 
tender, and they will be compelled to ac- 
cept it. 

5. The capitalists will go to the wall. 
Money will be so plenty that they will only 
get 3 per cent interest,—$1,500,000,000 of 
new money in three years will give everybody 
work to do. a 

This, divested of a multitude of words and 
meaningless sentences, was the statement of 
the editor of the recoguized organ of the 
party;—an organ which claims to send 
43,000 copies to Massachusetts, paid for by 
Buttzr. This scheme of internal improve- 
ments, however yisionary and impossible, 1s 
held out, like those of Joun Law, nearly two 
hundred years ago, as capable of accom- 
plishment by the mere process of printing 
paper money, and is just now received as 
credulousliy as it was then by multi- 
tudes of people, who are destined, if it 
should be attempted, to witness the 
same desolation and ruin which over- 
took the victims ef Law. The possibility of 
floating such paper, aud to such an amount, 
seems never to be doubted. The idea pre- 
vails that when the paper is legal-tender it 
must be taken in exchange for commodities, 
and this is one of the delusions from which 
there will be a terrible awakening some day. 

There ave now about $670,000,000 of paper 
money outstanding in this country. Of 
this about $70,000,000 may be said to be at 
rest that is, held as reserves and inactive. 
The other $600,000,000 is in ase and at 
par with coin. That sum, therefore, seems 
to measure the capacity of the country to 
carry paper money at par, there being only 


100 days intervening before it will be re- 


deemable in coin. ‘The law and the national 
pledge promise redemption in coin 100 
days hence, and 00,600, 000 of paper 
money is all that cam be kept at par. Now, 
how much can be floated at par, if the near 
promise to redeem in coin be repealed, and 
the paper be dependent upon the chance of 
future redemption? It is safe to assume 
that, in case all promise to redeem be with- 
drawn, and redemption reduced to a chance, 
not over $300,000,000 could be. kept at or 
near par. This would therefore reduce the 
current value of the $600,000,000 to $300,- 
000,000, or 50 cents on the dollar. If, how- 
ever, the policy be declared to issue $1,500,- 
000,000, or $1,800,000,000 additional paper, 
with the declaration that the whole should be 
forever irredeemable, an@ this paper should 


be issued in three equal anunal installments, ¢ 


then the declining value of the paper issue 
would be measured by the increase of issue. 
If $600,000,000 of paper, deprived of all 
legal promise or guarantee of redemption, 
would recede in value to $300, 000,000, 
then the addition of #600,000,000 of pa- 
per, while leaving the cash or coin 
value of the whole unchanged, would re- 
duce that of each note from 
50 cents on the dollar to 25 cents, aud the 
issue of each additional $600,000,000 would 
reduce the value of the currency in the pro- 
portion that the sum of 8300, 000, 000 which 
the country might float at par will bear to 
the whole sum issued. The par value of 
paper issued without legal promise or con- 
tract to pay is known mot to exceed $300,- 
000,000, Issuing more paper, whether it be 
$100,000,000 or $3,000,000,000, will not in- 
erease the value of that paper which the 
country can or will sustain. Thus, whether 
it be 800,000,000 or $2,500,000,000 of that

to the value beyond that amount which the 
qountry could float or maintain at par. 

The legal-tender quality of money only 
prevails in the case of paying debts; 
and that soon -expends-itself. Making 
note a legal-tender will not enable a man 
to buy bread with it, and no man can be 
compelled to sell goods on credit payable in 
legal-tender paper. If there be no other 
money with which to make exchanges, the 
man who would take $6 in legal-tender notes 
for a pair of boots in September, 1878, when 
there is only $600,000,000 of paper money, 
redeemable 100 days hence in coin, will, a 
year hence, when that promise is repealed, 
and there are $1,200,000,000 of legal paper 
outstanding, ask $18 in legal-tender for the 
same kind of boots, and as the amount of 
paper increases the price of the boots will 
increase proportion, and this will go on 
until the original value of the paper becomes 
so diluted that it will cease to be computed 
at all. 

It will readily be seen that $1,800,000,000 
of irredeemable paper money, having a cash 
value of say $300,000,000, will not purchase 
any more labor than if there were only $300,, 
000,000 of the paper issued. The idea of 
issuing watered paper money with a view of 
carrying on a national system of internal im - 
provements, such as has been mentioned, is 
one of those delusions with which dema- 
gogues, seeking present advancement, de- 
ceive and swindle the uninformed and un- 
thinking. The reader can well understand 
the disturbance that would attend any such 
inflation of the currency, changing and re- 


‘ducing the value of the wages dollar from 


day to day. 
Is not this whole scheme, after all, a mere 
effort on the part of some debtors to held 


their property without paying their debts > 


Outside of the money invested in bonds, 
there are at this time not less than $2,000, - 
000,000 of hard earned money belonging to 
merchants, traders, business men, builders, 
workmen, women, and children on 
deposit in the various banks, sav- 
ings institutions, and other depositories 
in the country. This money is the accumu- 
lations of years, and it belongs to several 
millions of people, in sums ranging from $10 
to $1,000 and over each. To water the cur- 
rency as proposed, and reduce the value of 
these persous’ property—their money, their 
all—from par in coin to 50, 25, or 10 cents 
on the dollar, is one of those schemes of in- 
famy which can hardly be stigmatized in 
fitting terms. Why should such a thing de 
done? To enableacomparatively few persons, 
who have bought property on credit, to re- 
tain the property without paying the debts! 
Is that a motive to indnce the American peo- 
ple to commit an act of madness,. folly, and 
crime ? ° 


The loss of the excursion steamer Princess 
Alice in the River Thames, by which some 700 
persons lost their. lives, bas been duly an- 
nounced. The next Sunday after the horrible 
accident occurred from ea@hty to a hundred 
thousand people of all ages, sexes, conditions, 
and colors went down from London to see the 
wreck and have a day of it. A correspondent ol 
the New York Herald says that, while the 
preachers were expounding to their flocks the 
awful lessons of the. catastrophe, the mob on 
the river was affording a shameful and degrad- 
ing apectacie that will make the New Zealander, 
when he sits on the arches of London Bridge 
aud reads of the sad event in the chronicles of 
Father Thames, blash with shame. Scores of 
pleasure-boats, loaded to the water’s edge, 
came dawn the river to look at the sight. 
Scores of four-horse omoibuses left London for 
the scene of the disaster. The wrecked portions 
of the boat were crowded with sightscers, many 
eager to secure relics, pieces of chairs, tables, 
articles of clothing,—anything, indeed, that could 
be carried away. River thieves abounded. The 
foul living gloated ia pleasure over the cor- 
rupting dead. A correspondent of a London 
newspaper thus describes this horrid Sanday 
carnival: 

In the shoal of boats that dragged for corpses or 
hung greedily about the wreck one beheld sucno 
types as might de called anti-buinan with a kind of 
truth—foul water birds of night, creeping aroand 
for prey. A police inspector said. All the water 
thieves of London are out”; but one did not need 
the explanation. Ai tne Dockyard shed 
several thieves have been arrested, and one, who 
unctuousiy wept and mourned, was caught in the 
act of twisting a ring from a dead woman's finger. 
The unnatural] villain wore a white tie and broad- 
cloth. . « Hideous, degraded beings swarmed 
about the spot, silently pushi in their filthy 
wherries. palntless, patched, and evil-looking as 
themselves. . « The watermen find the con- 
veying of sightseérs to the place of the wreck so 
profitapie that they refuse to search for corpses or 
to take charge of them when found. For the lat- 
ter service they receive five shillings per body; for 
the former nearly a8 much, and they carry a score 
of loads to the spot — 7 RP a he trudespeo- 
ple of the neighborhood are doing a rvaring busi- 
ness. 

A representative of the Detroit News recently 
had an interview with the Hon. D. A. Curisrtiz, 
President of the Senate of the Dominion of 
Canada,—a sharp, shrewd Scotchman, who has 
risen to bis present position by sheer force of 
merit and honest endeavor.
